St. Louis, Jane If .—The Repnblieui 
natlMMl ooounittee mada raoh poor 
progreM Tsttarday that the mamben of 

the committee aro beginning to feel that 
there is danger of very great prolonga- 
tion of their work. Tliero are conso- 
qnently many suggestions as to the no- 
cessity of finding a means of rcdncing 
the time. Up to 11 o'clock last night 
the oommittee after sitting for 19 hours 
hafl dadded contests affecting 30 so.tts 
in the convention. These included tht; 
four delegates at l.nrgc from each of the 
States of MissLssiii])! and Florida, and 
scattering di.strict dolegations from Cal- 
ifornia, Alabama, Kantookjr, Florida, 
Miadaiippi and MiMoui AU the dele- 
gates seated, except two ttom Florida, 
are McKinlcy men. 

There was considerable interest in the 
contest from the Fifth Kentucky dis- 
trict, which embraces the city of Louis- 
ville. It wan a contest betwtM'ii Mr- 
Kiiiley men and frieiuls of (iovpriior 
liiadley. Tlie JIcKiiiloy delctration 
composed of .(ieorge U. Todd and 
Charles E. Sapp, iip[)(>ared a.s the regu- 
lar delegates, and the Bradley meji — E. 
Knoebel and J. W. Reeder— a.s the 
tcstants Mr. Hart Vance, who ap- 
ed as counsel for Knoebel and 
(•(lor, (•i)nt( ii(l< (I that tlie primaries 
f(jr the Toil'.l convention wert! lield in a 
retired pLice, and said it was i)ri)vcd 
that bribery- and pt^rsonal assaults had 
bi'cii n sorted to. He said lie represent- 
ed the Kepublican majority obtained in 
the election by which Governor Brad- 
ley wa.s chosen, and asserted that if 
"these frauds" were enUnrsed by tlic 
national committee, seating tiapp and 
Todd, the action would result ni tln^ 
loss of at least 5,000 votes in Louis 
ville. 

Judge Thompson spoke for Todd and 
Sapp. He contended that the conven- 
tion could go behind the retoms to in- 
vestigate the alleged frauds. 

Mr. Sutlierlanci moved to seat Knoebel 
and Reeder, and Mr. Clayton moved as 
a ■ubstitutc that Todd and Sapp should 
be given the seats. Mr. Clavton's mo- 
tion prevailed ou an aye and nay vote, 
the vote beiiis 28 to 6 in their faror. 

The committee has decided to proceed 
to the selection of temporary officers for 
the national convention, inclndiug 
chairman, at 2 o'clock on Sattudav. 

It has been practically decided by a 
majority of the committee that Hon. 
Oharles W. Fairbanks shall be given 
Uie place of temporary chairman, and u 
Ulsgram has been sent him notifying 
him id tha probability of his selection. 

It has also been snggested to Mr. 
Fairbanks that he deal almost exclu- 
sively with the iinanoial qnestion in his 
opening speech. It is nudentood that 
he will aooniesce in this suggestion and 
that he will take a strong position for 
an unequivocal declaration for the pre- 
servation of the preteut financial stau- 
daid. 

There seems to be a determination to 
make Senator Thurston of Nebraska 
the permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion. Mr. Thurston had exp«>ctod to 
make the first speech, seoonding the 
nomination of Major McKinley. It is 
possible that even should he bo perma- 
nent chairman, he will also make the 
seconding sjjeech for McKinley. 

Aside from the meeting of tlie na- 
tional committee tliere was little tD ex- 
cite political iiiteri'st hen? yesterday. 
The corridors of tlie Southern hotel 
were crow(le(l with contesting (!ejc;^'a- 
tions awaiting their turn to a)>|)eai- be- 
fore the coliililittee. But outside of the 
hotels the niniiber of iieoiile who liave 
arrived is not great enough to niako any 
perceptibb; dillerenco in the city at 
large. Of course; tin? delegates Ik rc are 
all discussing tliu platform, especially 
th(» money plank. 

The arrival of Mr. Thomas 0. Piatt 
of New York caused a great tleal of stir 
among both politicians and newspaper 
correspondents. Every one was anxious 
to learn what the Empire state political 
leader would have to say. In response 
he smiled complacently. Beyond say- 
ing that Mr. Morton was still a candi- 
date for the presidential uomiuatiou he 
refused to talk fur publication. 

Mr. Piatt spend the evening receiving 
his friends and getting information as 
to the action of the committee in vari- 
ous contest cases. He declined to dis- 
onss the sitoation for publication, but 
with his friends ha talked it over and 
soma of his opinions weijB heard. Mr. 
Piatt said the fight waa not over by any 
means; that the national oonunittee was 
not the convention by a Inge majoritv, 
and the notion of tlie committee might 
be reversed by the oommittee pa cre- 
dentials. ' 

It was learned that Mr. Piatt is espe- 
cially interested in the contest cases in 
New York. There are eight contests 
f»om that state. Six of these, Mr. Piatt 
says, have no ground whatever for con- 
testing delegations who are for Morton. 
In one distnot, he says, there li such a 
oonditioa of affairs that the contest is 
r e aso n able. It is understood that Mr. 
Piatt assured some of the men who saw 
him that if the national committee 
ahoold seat the contestants ui the six 
districts where he savs the contests are 
BOOndless the iudiguatiou in New 
York would be beyond ouutrol and the 
Republican party of Ih* llala wovld be 
seriously affected

FINANCIAL PLANK. 



of Forms bent la Vse the Ha* 

tioMl PUtfotrm. 

St. Loma, June 19.— There are hun- 
dreds of forms of financial planks for 
the Republican national platform at tlie 
McKinley headquarters in St. Louis and 
in tl)o hands of McKinley 's friends, wlio 
will largely determine what the plat- 
form shall be. More than a week ago 
there waa sent ont to the papers Tariona 
forms of a financial plank and intima- 
tions made that it was a form of decla- 
ration which was wanted. Tliis was 
done for the pui jMjse of securing views 
and financial plank.s from all sections 
and from people interested In tli-) cliar- 
acter of the financial resolution. 

The result lias been as anticipated 
and platforms have been coming iii by 
letter and by telegraph from evrry inirt 
of the country. The McKinley man- 
agers have not only been able to obtain 
forms for financial planks, but they 
have also been able to secure the views 
of men all over the country whose opin- 
ions are worth having. The more the 
matter is considered the more probable 
it appears that the national platform 
will conform very close to that of the 
Indiana convention, with all reference 
to a ratio stricken cl^'t. The Indiana 
platform declares Mainst the free and 
anlimited coinage Of diver "at a ratio 
of 16tol." It is proposed to cut off 
the sentence quoted and end with a 
straight declaration against free coin- 
age. 

It is a sse rt e d Ij the gold men that if 
the declaration is against coinage 
"at a ratio of 16 to 1" it will give op- 
portunity to say tliat there is no decla- 
ration against IS 1>9 to 1 or 16 1-9 to 1, 
or to any other ratio than that disig* 
nated in the platfonn. The insistence 
is strong that there shall be no chance 
to declare the platform is a catch, oi 
that it meana auvthiug more than what 
it s:iys, or that it can be construed in 
one part of the country for silver and iu 
another section against silver. 

It is (piito appiucut that there is a de- 
termination to make the platform for 
the single gold standard, but there is a 
de^iii' to avoid a declaration emphatic 
in tiicse words, as it is believed tliat it 
would be offensive to some sections of 
the country and particularly sevi-ral 
states in tim Mississippi v.iUey. 

All expectancy of forming a financial 
jilank which would he satistact-iry to 
Teller and his f(jllowers from the silver 
producing states has been hni^ iibiiii- 
«loned. Silver men so proiioiniced as 
these have also abandoiiiMl any idea, if 
they ever had one, that a straddh? ot 
any kind could be framed which tliey 
could tt)nstru(( for any possible use 
against a straight \i< to 1 declaration Of 
the Democratic convention. 

Other features of the platform are 
also under discussion, es])ecially the tar- 
iff i>lank. Wliile declaring for tlie 
American Kystem of i)rotection, it is 
quite probable that tlio Ohio platform 
will be closely followed. At h'a,st tliat 
has been the talk among the McKinley 
leaders wlu-never the the tantf i)lank 
has been mentioned. The deficiency in 
reveuuoH will bo declared attributable 
to the iuetticient tariff, and, it is said, 
the financial diffloalties, necessitating 
the issue of bonds, will be d(jclared due 
to the failure of the Democratic pui'ty 
to provide suflicieut revenue to meet 
the current expenses of the govenuneut. 

It is also expected that the platform 
on this subject will review at some 
length the conditions of the country 
and the depression, the financial dis- 
turbances and everything of that char- 
acter will be attributed to Democratic 
control of the country. 

It is tmderatood to be a part of the 
program to have the leaders of the vari- 
ous delegationa confer and agree upon 
a platform so that a committee on reso- 
lutions maybe selected which will re- 
port a platform that will not precipitate 
a fight on the floor of the convention 
between those who favor anti-ailver 
declaration. A fight from the silver 
men can not apparently well be avoid- 
ed. The other portions of the platform 
will largely follow past declarations of 
the party. The main interest centers 
upon the currency plank and next iu 
order of importanco is the tariff, and 
these are the only themes that have thus 
far been discussed.

Murray Allison, a jaacticing dentist 
at Greenfield. Intl., swore tJiat Wall- 
ing'.s reputation jjrevious to his arrest 
was very good. Murray Allen, a pra( 
ticiiig attorney at (-ireeutield, Ind., te.> 
titied to Walling's good character pre 
vious to liis arrest. 

A number of depositions attacking 
the re])Utatioii as to truth and veracity 
of tJeorge Jackson were read; also depo- 
sition that Scott .Jackson liad lieen 
shaved on the morning of that fatal 
Friday in January. 

Dr. Kramer testified that, in his opin 
ion. the head of the tireencastle girl 
had bet'i: cut oft' after the heart bud 
( I asi-d to beat, and offered technical 
proof of his opinion.

The third hard fight was on the first 
delegate at largo, or chairman of the 
d(degati;)n. The opiionents of Doran 
selected ex-Congressman O. M. Hall as 
the most likely man to defeat the old 
leader, and in the preliuiinaiy debato 
some very hard blows were given. Tho 
vote resulted: Doran, .52t); Hall, 227. 

It was after this that Mr. Doran witli- 
ihcw in favor of Mr. Lawler. 

The delegates at large are D. W. 
Lawler, P. B Winston, Chatmoey Bax- 
ter and Logan Breckinridge.

We are unqualifiedly in favor of th;;

vor the use of both gold and silver as 
money and believe that our govermnent 
should coin and keep iu circulation as a 
part of the circulating medium as large 
an amount of silver aa can be|employed 
without destroying or tlireatening to de- 
stroy the existing parity of value be- 
tween the unit in gold and the unit in 
silver. 

"We aro opposed to a descent to mon- 
ometallism, and particularly to a silver 
monometallism, with its depreciated 
and depreciating standard at value. 
We are firmly convinced tliat the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by our 
government at tho rano of 16 to I, with- 
out co-operation on the part of the other 
great commercial nations of the w^rld. 
would reduce this country to a condi- 
tion of silver monometallism, entailing 
upon us a financial panic and commer- 
cial and industrial disaster. We are 
utterly and irrevocably opposed to the 
adoption of any siK h policy." 

BURNED ALIVE.

CiTT OF Mexico, Jnne 12.— Rumors 
have been current that in tjlb recent In • 
dian revolution in the mouutians iu the 
state of Oaxaca a systematic attack was 

iKide on Fretf 3Iasons wherever found, 
and that particularly at the town of 
Ja^iuiia tlu; Indians committed awful 
atrocities. 

This has been denied in the press, bnt 
the news has been confirmed again nnd 
a son of the master of the lodg(^ at 
Jaquila i^as arrived hero to solicit aid 
for the families of tho victims and will 
interview President Diaz, himself being 
a Mason. 

It appears that the Indians on arriv- 
ing at J uqnila asked who were the Ma- 
sons and got their names. They then 
proceeded to the lodge and gutted it of 
the archives and furniture, then de- 
stroyed the building with fire, also re- 
ducing the archives to ashel Most of 
the Masons in the town sought ref nge 
in the forest and eeoaped their infuri- 
ated adversaries, bat four leading Ma 
sons were caught before they hed time 
to escape and were bound nuid and 
foot, tied to stakea and homed a^ve, 
amid the shoats and jeera of the In- 
diana. 

The names of the victims are: Oota- 
viono Jigou, master of the lodge; Juan 
Eicau^lhi, senior warden: Carlos A. 
Morales. oratoTi and Jose Villavioeaoio.

Tiic Indians are said to have been in- 
stigated by the priests, between whom 

and the Masons there is the bitterest 
enmity. The Indians seem in all their 
atrocities to have especial hostility to- 
ward telegraph operators and .Masons, 
and in one instance decapitated ;i tele- 
graph operator, saying tliat tele;,'raph 
men disseminated false reports aiui hail 
m.ide all the trouble. The Masons hero 
are to wear mourning for their m.irtyied 
lirethrj'ii.

Kentuckians in Kansas. 
In a recent letter, Mr. J. E. KhoadR, of 
"Lane, Kan., says : " I thought probably 
sortte of the readers of the Bi'llktin 
would like to know how the Kentuckians 
are getting along out here. Well, they 
itre getting along very bad just now. It 
has been raining for two weeks as l.ard 
as ever fell from the clouds. A good 
many have lost all of their crops. Some 
had to leave their hou.«es on aooount of 
the water. Tbe oldest inhabitants can- 
not remember of seeing tbe river so high. 
The river i< not over two hundred yards 
wide inside of the baiik.s, hut now it is 
over a mile wideand stiil raining. Most 
of tbe tobaccx) men had their plant beds 
on the bottom land and they are all 
destroyed. Some places the water is ten 
feet deep on the corn and plant beds. A 
good deal of tobacco was set and is all 
gone. There was the linest prospect for 
corn that ever a man saw up to this 
flood."

VANCOCrvKR, B. C, June 18.— The 

Fteanisliip ICiiiprcss of Jajiaii, whieh has 
just anivcd from the Urieut, brings the 
followin^r advices; 

The Protestant mission premises at 
Kiang.Yin were attacked and looted by 
a Uhiuese mob on the 12th of May. A 
most dastardly and cmol plot was con- 
cocted airainst the missionaries. A 
Chinese doctor caused ]ilacard3 to be 
posted, saynif,' that the missionaries liad 
two cliilar''n hidden in tlioir house. 
On bi'ing ordiTcd to look for theiu the 
doctor dug into a lieaj) of shaviiiKs and 
rubbish and pulled out t!ie body of an 
18-months-(jl(l infant that had bt'eii dead 
for li> cir ".'0 days. 

Thereui>on the crowd fell into a fu- 
rore of excitement and the missionaries, 
anidii;.' wliom were fortunately no 
ladii s, had tw tly for their lives, );ettin^» 
out through a back fence and through a 
friendly neighbor's house. They were 
pursued more than a mile, but eventual- 
ly suc<eeded in reaching the forts, 
where foreign military instmctors gare 
them refuge. The mob looted and dis- 
mantled the mission premises. The 
matter has been placed in the hands 
of tlie United .States consul at Chiu- 
Kiang. 

A terrible famine is raging in Kwaugsi 
province, China. The province re- 
mained wholly without ndn through 
the spring, though abimdaut rains fell 
during nearly two months in the neigh- 
boring provinces. The Chiuese say that 
the people in their fierce distress have 
resorted to killing children and selling 
their flesh for a few cents a pound.
